JERUSALEM, Sunday, Feb. 8— 
(?)—Great numbers of Jews and 
Arabs now doubt the United Na- 
tions will be able to enforce the 
partitioning of Palestine unless 
the United States or an interna- 
tional police force supports the 
projected Jewish State with men, 
money and munitions, 

Many. thousands of Jews still 
are confident that America will 
send aid. Arabs regard such a 
move as a possibility. They con- 
tend, however, that America’s once 
considerable prestige in the Mid- 
die East is at such a low ebb to- 
day that further “pro-Jewish in- 
terference” will be of little con- 
sequence. 

Hardly anyone in the strife-torn 
Holy Land believes there will be 
peace while the effort:is made to 
divide the ancient country into 
separate Arab and Jewish States. 
Three peoples, Jews, Arabs and 
British, now are shaping Pales- 
tine’s immediate future. The Jews 
fight for the state they were prom- 
ised. The Arabs fight.to defend a 
country they conquered and occu- 
pied 13 hundred years ago. The 
British have three months left be- 
fore handing over their responsi- 
bilities to the United Nations. 
More than 1,000 persons have 
been killed in guerrilla fighting 
since the U. N. voted for partition 
Nov. 29. Apparently the main 
struggle has not even begun. 
Arabs and Jews continue arming 
and organizing their manpower. 

The mandatory Government un- 
der which Britain has ruled the 
Holy land since the Allies drove 
out the Turks in World War I ob- 
viously is intent on keeping its 
plans to drop the mandate May 
15 and evacuate British troops by 
Aug. 1. 

Already the civil Government’s 
authority has declined so much 
that virtual anarchy exists.

Although doubting that most 
goals set by President Truman's 
Higher Education Commission can 
be met easily or promptly, Presi- 
dent Blake Van Leer of Georgia 
Tech Saturday expressed accord 
with the majority of the Commis- 
sion'’s provosals. 

Plans being fostered by the 
Commission call for granting of 
subsidies to public colleges and 
universities, eliminating tuition 
fees for freshmen and sophomores, 
reducing fees to the 1939 level for 
juniors and seniors, and granting 
scholarships to be used in public 
and private state-approved 
schools. 

President Van Leer said in a 
statement to The Technique, stu- 
dent publication at Georgia Tech, 
that several factors will delay the 
proposed program. Among them 
he listed control of Congress by 
the economy-minded Republican 
Party; the more urgent need for 
equalization of education oppor- 


tunities at the grade school and 


high school levels, and the desire 
of many people to reduce taxes. 

Proposed appropriations would 
begin at $450,000,000 annually and 
reach $850,000,000 by 1960.

Cc. P. Clausen is the country’s 
authority on tracking 
down foreign-born parasites and 
ushering them into. the U. S. A. 
to prey on the natives—and for 
_ that he gets paid by the Govern- 

ment! 


. Hold on a minute, though, be- 
fore writing your Congressman. . 
Clausen’s parasites are not Com, 
munists or Fascists. They're bugs. 

As chief of the Division of For- 
eign Parasite Introduction of the 
Bureau of Entomology and Plant 
Quarantine in Washington, Clau- 
sen has devoted most of his life- 
time to roaming the world looking 
for the natural enemies of the in- 
sect pests that infest this coun- 
try. Up to now 600 species have 
been imported. 

“You see most of the pest bugs 
we have in this country came 
from Europe originally,” Clausen, ' 
a speaker at the annual meet- 
ing of the Cotton States Branch 
of the American Association of 
Economic Entomologists, ex- 

lained. “They came in foods and 

es and crates of other things— 
and their natural enemies were 
left behind. The result is that nat- 
ural control was lost and we have 
to look around for either insec- 
ticides or parasites.”

PROBLEM: I have some dark oak woodwork I want to refinish 


SOLUTION: There are two ways in which you might produce 
The correct way is costly. Remove all of the 
old finish down to the bare wood, then bleach the wood with a good 
bleach. When the wood is thoroughly bleaehed out apply a thin 
coat of white shellac and allow it to dry. Then mix up some extra- 
heavy white paint tinted very slightly with lamp black or raw 


umber to produce a light gray paint. 
over the shellac and when it has set a little, rub the surplus off 
In this way you will fill the grain 


with the gray paint instead of with an ordinary filler. 
filer is thoroughly dry you can then varnish the wood and the 


Another way which would cost less but which would not pro- 
duce a genuine silver oak efféct is as follows: 

Wash the dark. woodwork down with strong sal soda to com- 
When dry apply a coat of very pale paint 
When this is thoroughly dry, coat the surface 
with deeper gray paint, the same kind that we suggested using above 
When partially set rub it off across the grain of the 
wood and allow it to dry thoroughly.

Gore Vidal, considered by many 
young writers to be one of the 
most promising of the newest 
generation, has squandered his 
undeniable talent in revealing the 
intricately perverse world of sex- 
ual abnormality of which most 
Americans are relatively ignorant. 

In attempting to keep his in- 
terest in homesexuality on an al- 
most clinical level, Vidal ac- 
complishes the nearly impossible 
task of raising a slimy subject to 
some degree of dignity. He makes 
the reader feel that his natural 
revulsion toward the half-world 
of sexual misfits is perhaps as 
boorish as race or religious bias. 

Unfortunately, as the author 
may or may not realize, this 
amoral and at times sympathetic 
treatment of the subject may have 
the extremely unfortunate result 
of exciting callow, ill-balanced 
adolescents. 

Vidal does not underestimate 
the tragedy of his theme, but in 
making it tragic he infuses it with 
the dark poetry of sorrow. loheli- 
ness and selfpity.

At a time when inflation has every 
thoughtful person properly worried about 
boom and bust, and when the grain mar- 
kets are giving the whole market structure 
high blood presure and undulant economic 
fever, the facts of employment and con- 
struction are important straws in the wind. 

According to the February issue of 
The Manufacturers’ Record, Southern fac- 
tory output continued strong in January 
with increases noted in both durable and 
non-durable goods. Total production 
showed a 6 percent gain over the preced- 
ing month and a 24 percent increase over 
the previous year’s figures. 

Crude petroleum showed a slight in- 
crease. ’ 

Steel, pigiron and lumber registered 
moderate decreases. 

Of the 16 Southern States all but two 
reported increases in employment. Only 


Florida and Maryland showed decreases 
and*they were small. 


Georgia’s manufacturing employment

Relief Is in Sight 


Probably not since October, 1929, has 
the average housewife followed the com- 
modity markets so avidly as in the past 
few days. However vague to her may be 
the functions of the exchanges in normal 
times, the break in the prices of wheat 
and other commodities last week focused 
#quarely on her pocketbook and promised 
relief from inflated prices. She felt relief 
was long overdue. 

Most economists take the commodity 
collapse as a sign of the beginning of the 
end of inflation. They point out that the 
break was not so sudden as is generally 
believed, but was merely the culmination 
of a trend that began several weeks ago. 

In that connection it is interesting to 
note that the Dun & Bradstreet wholesale 
food price index had been on the decline 
for three straight weeks preceding the 
grain price break. Grains themselves had 
been gradually edging downward. There 
were many signs, in fact, that the infla- 
tion spiral had reached its limit. “It was 
no secret that a break was coming. The 
secret lay in the time it would .come. 
Some expected prices to keep rising for 
several months yet. Others predicted that 
the break would not come at all in 1948. 

Wheat, of course, led the retreat that 
turned into a riot and possibly caused 
other commodities, corn in particular, to 
come down more than was warranted. 
But the wheat market did not break with- 
out reason. It was not a case of specu- 
Jators suddenly giving way to senseless 
jitters and deciding to turn their holdings 
‘loose on the market. Wheat had been in- 
‘creasing in price due to the very grave 
supply picture that left doubt that enough 
would be available for world needs. So 
short was the prospective supply that Con- 
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persons working in all manufacturing en- 
terprises for January as against 247,000 
for the same month a year ago. 

Southern construction got off to -en- 
couraging starts in January. The value 
of contract awards was 24 percent greater 
than that of the same month of 1947, 

Public building, with hospitals and 
schools leading the list, is first with pri- 
vate building second and road and bridge 
construction third. 

Important, too, was the fact that resi- 
dential construction was the largest part 
of the private building total of $32,018,000 
in contracts granted in January, 1948. 

Indicating the trend for 1948 is the fact 
that the first month saw construction 
higher in value than for the year when 
the all-time peak was recorded. That 
was 1942, the first actual war year, when 
Southern contracts totaled $3,877 ,848,000. 
A 20 percent rise is indicated for 1948. 

All this would jndicate that employ- 
ment and production of manufacturing 
plants should continue high and sustain 
a good business year. 


gress felt it necessary to pass legislation 
requiring a minimum carry-over in this 
country. 

But recent heavy snows in the Ameri- 
can wheat belt, favorable weather condi- 
tions in Europe, Asia and South America 
suddenly reversed those bleak prospects 
and pointed to the possibility of a bumper 
crop throughout the world. Argentina and 
Russia are in particularly favorable posi- 
tions. The Argentine crop will come on 
the market in early Summer, that being 
the beginnifig of their Winter. 

With such prospects for a greatly in- 
creased wheat supply in the coming 
months, traders saw that the price spiral 
could not continue to rise. There was 
nothing to warrant a rise. Rather, with 
plenty of wheat, the price was sure to fall. 
It was then that the great selling wave de- 
veloped. Three-dollar wheat disappeared 
in a matter of seconds., And most likely 
it will be a long while before it returns. 

It is an ironic commentary that in the 
midst of the spectacular price break Presi- 
dent Truman was reiterating his demand 
at‘a news conference for reimposition of 
price controls and rationing. The Presi- 
dent’s demand, had he cared to look, was 
being acted upon in the exchanges across 
the nation in response to an inexorable 
economic law rather than the dictates of 
Statutory control. 

There are no indications that the break 
will amount to more than what the econo- 
mists call a “healthful readjustment.” Cer- 
tainly there is no reason for a severe re- 
cession. 

But housewives and other consumers 
will look shortly for lower prices. And 
there is reason to hope they will be fofth- 
coming.

Loud crves of “Secession” etho from the ros- 

trums of the land. 

If one of the dead of 1860 or 1861 should rise 
from the grave and cock an attentive ear to the new-fangled con 
traption known as radio, or look at the headlines of his favorite 
newspaper, he would see some very familiar phrases. 

From Washington and Tallahassee, and from scheduled and flag 
stops in between, there are speeches and the sounds of breasts being 
beaten and tocsins being sounded.

President Harry S. Truman has proposed what already has been 
offered by Republican leaders and by third-party-leader Henry 
Wallace-——a program of so-called civil rights. 

Hia proposal——-like the others—-calla for the eatablishment by 
Congress of a fair-employment-practices committee with compul- 
sory and enforcement teeth. It also would abolish the poll tax, 


create anti-lynch legislation, and set aside state laws relating to 


segregation in travel. 

Even those who believe in these objectives are embarrassed by 
the cynical political use of them. , 

A majority of the people in the states most affected oppose them. 
If it comes to it they will say to the Supreme Court, as once said 
Andrew Jackson: 

“Enforce your decrees.” 
That would develop tragically. 
No thoughtful person wishes thaf to happen. 


Facts There will be an effort made to stampede opinion by say- 

ing that the opposition is entirely thatsof sodden South- 
erners. Let it be noted that Republican Senators Taft and Ball also 
lead opposition to the measure. 

Let it be noted, too, that in the South there are many who oppose 
it, but who are embarrassed by the company in which they find 
themselves. 

Among those shouting the loudest are those who kate the Negro; 
who have exploited him; robbed him, debased him, and deprived him 
of justice and education. They never intend to give the Negro a 
chance nor do thev believe he should have equality before the Jaw. 
They are the worst enemies of the South. They have made d fic- 
tion of our justification of segregation laws-—namely that they pro- 
vide separate but equal facilities. They pravent the Southern ideal 
of fairness to the Negro from being a fact. They prevent a gradual 
but ordrly progress. We must be just, not because we have to, but 
because we want to be.

My own answer is that it cannot be enforced any more than a 


similar exploration in the attempt to enforce moral right with law— | 


the prohibitiOn law. An increasing army of enforcement officers 
was destroying civil liberties and rights before that law was re- 
pealed. 

If an FEPC force bill is passed minority groups will live to curse 
it. , 
Personally, I see no great objection to Federal anti-lynching laws. 
Yet, practically, I believe the effect will be to produce a worse, and 
more sinister sort of violence, especially if this legislation should 
be passed with the accompanying proposals. 

But, for the present, there is no bill before the Congress. And— 

It is in Congress such proposals must be defeated or lost. 

It is with the people, finally, if they do become laws, that they 
will be accepted or defied. 


: Some say, “Don’t discourage secession from the 
Secession Democratic party. ...

Can Africa Be New 
Land of Opportunity? 


In attempting to catch a glimpse at Fate’s 
| fs blueprint for the future, it might be well to con- 
Tee sider the continent of Africa. Consider, that is, 

in the light of the past history of the British Empire. 

Remember that from the little island we call Britain has gone 
forth over the centuries the men who have developed the greatest 
areas of the world’s surface; men who have pioneered in unlocking 
the wealth in nature's stupendous resources. 

Today, with the world perplexed, hungry, worried, there remains 
one untapped continent, perhaps the richest of them.all in potential 
wealth. That continent is Africa. To all intents and purposes it is 
undeveloped. True, the Union of South Afmgca, an independent unit 
in the British Commonwealth of Nations, is a territory where much 
development has been done, with a modern edifice of civilization 
not unlike our own. 

But, compared to the whole of Africa, all that 


done is but a scratch of the surface. 

Rhodesia In East Central Africa there is a vast territory called 
Rhodesia. It is a British colony, though self-governing. 

It was named after Cecil John Rhodes, founder of the British South 

African Company, which peacefully colonized the area some 150 

years ago. 

There are, in Southern Rhodesia, coal deposits almost unlimited. 
lt is said one great seam of coal, 26 feet thick, is practically on the 
surface.. You can drive right up to it and haul away the coal. They 
are planning to export that coal. They will build, they say, a rail- 
road across Bechuanaland, which is a British protectorate, to the 
seaports of the coast. 

There are great rivers in Rhodesia. 
boundary” between Southern and Northern Rhodesia. There is a 
hydroelectric power development proposed on that river. It will, 
as now planned, provide 10 times the amount of electric power now 
used in both territories. 

There is another great river, the Sabi. With this they expect 
to irrigate arid areas, so as to bring 500,000 new acres of the richest 
soil the world has seen, under cultivation. Chief crops will be 
wheat, sugar and cattle feeds. But they grow, also, peanuts and 
cotton and many other products of direct interest to Georgians and 
all Southerners. .They say any crop that will grow in Europe or 
in America will grow more luxuriantly there.

. There will be British governmental aid to 
Government Aid help in financing the development of Rho- 
desia. A bill, expected to shortly pass Parliament, will create two 
well-capitalized organizations.

And there is, too, the Matebele people, 
another fine race which, long ago, conquered. the Mashonas and 
were themselves, in turn. conquered by the white man and his

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The Girl's Dancing Was Poor, but Her 

Magnetic Power to Captivate Men Who 

Were Old Enough to Know Better Made 
Her an Invaluable Spy 


By John Erskine 


E woman who called herself 
Mata Hari was the most notori- 


ous German spy in World War I. 
Before the war she was an interna- 
tional courtesan. ‘To fumigate her 
activities she tried to build up for 
herself an exotic background. 

So effectively did she exert her 
imagination that it is now. difficult, 
or impossible, to untangle the facts 
of her life. The best sources are the 
records of the French Secret Police. 

In 1905, when she made her debut 
in Paris as an exoti¢ dancer, she be- 
gan each performance with a speech 
telling the audience who she was. 

The accounts varied from day to 
oe J as she happened to think of some- 
thing better, but in the course of time 
she settied upon this formula: — 

She was born in the south of 
India, on the coast of Malabar. Her 


ts were both of Brahmin caste. 

Her mother was a child-wife who 

at the age of 14 died of the effort to 
bring Mata Hari into the world. 

‘The infant was christened by the 


temple priest; 


Mata Hari means 


“Eye of the Dawn.” In due time the 
priest also taught the little girl all 
the temple dances. 

Some support of all this nonsense 
derived from the girl’s dark eyes and 
sallow complexion, and from other 
suggestions of the Orient in her face. 

The facts established by the police 
records are these: She was born in a 
small Dutch town on August 7, 1876. 
Her family name was Zelie, and she 
was baptized Gertrude Margaret. Her 
upbringing was conservative and 
perhaps over-strict. 

As a result she was a worry to 
her parents before her school days 


were over. She herself admitted that 
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though all good-looking men attracted 
her; army officers were irresistible. 

At the Hague she met and married 
Captain Campbell McCleod, a Scot- 
tish officer in the Dutch Colonial 
forces. She accompanied him when 
he was assigned to service in Java. 

She never saw any other region 
of the Orient, but she devoured books 
on costumes and ritual dances. 


When her husband objected to the 


type of dances in which she special- 
ized, she sued for divorce on the 
ground that in Java he had thrashed 
her cruelly. 

Her technical skill in dancing was 
small; unkind critics declared she was 
an impostor. But she had a weird 
power to hypnotize susceptible gentle- 
men. Her suitors ,were always men 
of influential positions in the govern- 
ment, and old enough to know better, 
but they always remained loyal. 

In 1907 she went to Berlin, and 
by her dances acquired a new group 
of admirers, including the German 
Crown Prince. She also entered the 
German Secret Service, six or seven 
years before the war broke out. 

Police records show that she took, 
and paseéed with high marks, the 
course at the Spy Academy at Lor- 
rach, Bavaria. 

In 1912 she was back in Paris 
preparing a report for her employers 
on the number of newspapers in the 
French capital which could be bought 
for German propaganda. 

As soon as the war got under way 


she visited French hospitals near the 
front disguised as a Red Cross nurse. 
Ministering assiduously to wounded 
soldiers, she managed to squeeze out 
of them military information. 

She spent weeks in the hospitals 
at Vittel, in the Chemin des Dames 
district. 

But just before the Chemin des 
Dames assault began, Mata Hari 
showed up again in Paris without her 
Red Cross uniform. 

The German army had somehow 
learned the position of the French 
guns. The slaughter of the French 
soldiers was terrific. 

From that time the British and 
French Secret Services followed 
Mata Hari relentlessly. Though she 
knew her danger; she seemed to re- 
gard it as a compliment, and her 
daring increased. She even made a 
visit to England, the purpose of which 
was never discovered. 

The British police, knowing her 
wish to take a boat back to France, 
saw to it that the vessel went to 
Spain instead. 

At Madrid she received a telegram 
from Germany, promising more ex- 
pense money, and thanking her for 
precious information in advance of 
the action of Chemin des Dames. 

Perhaps the Germans considered 
her no longer useful, and sent the 
telegram to put her out of the way. 

The French and the British let her 
go back to Paris. Deceived by this 
unexpected freedom she ventured 


upon a final audacity. 

10ing to headquarters of the 
French ret Service she asked work 
as counter-spy against the Germans. 

She was arrested on February 153, 
1917, and put in cell 12 of the prison 
of Saint-Lazare. Her old suitors came 
forward and testified to the innocence 
of her character. On July 24 she was 
brought before the judges to speak 
for herself, and on the 26th she was 
condemned to be shot. 

But the sentence was mot carried 
out until] October 15th. She owed the 
long respite to. her lawyer, Maitre 
Clunet, the most picturesque of all 
her admirers, 75 years old. 

On the morning of the execution 
he informed the military that the 
penal code of France did not permit 
the execution of an expectant mother. 

The astonished officers did not 
laugh. “You mean, she is to have 
a child and you are its: father?” 

“That is my sworn statement. You 
must now have her examined by the 
prison doctors.” 

When the doctors appeared and 
Mata Hari was told why they came, 
she burst into a merry laugh. 

“Isn’t he a sweet old thing! And 
isn’t he funny!” 

Half an hour later the firing 
squad put an end to her, but Mr. 
Clunet insisted till his last hour 
that she had been illegally executed.

Bob Hope pursued her in “My 
Favorite Blonde.” Tyrone Power 
made love to her in “Lioyds of 
London.” Stirling Hayden, whom the 
star later married and_ divorced, 
shared screen honors with her in 
“Bahama Passage” and “Virginia.” 

Yet, these roles were tame com- 
pared to the real life drama Made- 
leine Carroll embarked on a few 
weeks after Pearl Harbor when she 
left the make-believe of movieland 
for the realities of war. 

For this, her greatest role, “Made- 
leine Carroll, Humanitarian,” she 
received France's Highest decoration. 
She was made a Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor for her Red Cross 
work among the soldiers during the 
liberation and for her French broad- 
casts contributing to Franco-Ameri- 
can understanding. 

In a Red Cross uniform, for three 
years, she went on a different kind 
of personal appearance tour. In 
Africa, Italy and France, thousands 
of American soldiers who knew Made- 
leine Carroll only on the silver screen 
met her in person, as she worked in 
hospitals in Naples’ and Foggia and 
rode the hospital train from the Al- 
lied Front to Dijon and Marseilles, 
comforting the wounded and writing 
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their letters home. 

She was already caring for 200 
French war orphans in her villa out- 
side Paris. 

The’ British-born, part French, 
American naturalized citizen, who 
was a school teacher in England be- 
fore she became an actress, was one 
of the first top flight Hollywood stars 
to enroll for “the duration.” 

The duration is not yet over for 
Madeleine Carroll. She and her third 
husband, handsome, young Henri La- 
vorel, French Resistance hero, whom 
she met and married in Paris in July, 
1946, have dedicated themselves to 
bringing about a better understand- 
ing among the peoples of the world. 

Late last fall, the 40-year-old ac- 
tress, as slim and beautiful as. ever, 
arrived in the United States with her 
husband. 

In France and eventually § in 
America and.other countries, they 
plan to produce documentary films 
to spread their good will. 

Miss Carroll underplays her own 
role in the war. She said: 

“When the war was over I realized 
something rather startling. I was so 
busy trying to keep up with the 
changes in the world, I hadn’t fully 
noticed the changes in myself. 
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“The life of a movie actress is 
sheltered and protected. That is per- 
fectly all right if one remains: un- 
molested in his corner. Accidentally, 
or otherwise, I had gotten out ofeit 
and was thrown into sudden and con- 
tinuous contact with many people— 
of every kind and nationality, the 
plain, good ordinary people who make 
up the very real and solid substance 
of our world. I had become involved 
in this world. I wanted to continue. 
So, for me, 
world must be on people.” 

In the years preceding the war, 
when Miss Carroll was married to her 
first husband, suave, distinguished 
British Colonel Philip Astley (whom 
she later divorced), she commuted 
between Europe and America. 

She was a successful English star 
before Hollywood discovered her in 
1932. She visited Spain just after its 
Civil War, and escaped from France 
in 1940, with the Germans at her 
heels, 

The international conflict became 
a personal one in October, 1940, when 
Marguerite Carroll, Madeleine’s 
younger sister, was killed in a Ger- 
man blitz on London. After Pearl 
Harbor, the actress left Hollywood 
and her $100,000 a picture salary.

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The Startled Sentry Managed to 
Shout and Run Towards Them, 
but If Wes Too Late. The Twins 
Plunged Together Into the Tur- 
bulent Waters of the 
Gironde River.

HROUGHOUT the 28 years of their lives, the 
T Cromwell twins, Gladys and Dorothy, liked 
to do everything together. 

They stood side by side in Park Avenue re- 
ceiving lines; they jumped their thoroughbred 
hunters together; they lived together in- their 
fashionable New York apartment and the country 
house at Bernardsville, N. J. 

They presented a united front to suitors and 
sent many a fortune-hunter back to the stag 
line, thwarted in his quest and talking to himself. 
They shared their lives and the huge fortune left 
them by their father, Frederic Cromwell, presi- 
dent and treasurer of a life insurance company. 

They also died together, apparently. volun- 
tarily, in the swirling waters of the Gironde 
River on the night of January 19, 1919, after 
months of heroic service together with the Red 
Cross in embattled France. 

Their deaths, the first of a cycle of four to 
bring tragedy to the wealthy and distinguished 
Cromwell family, were written down as suicides. 

However, in all the intervening years there 
has been no authoritative answer to the oft- 
recurring question: Why? 

Friends and some relatives have indicated the 
sisters outlined the reason, or reasons, for the 
suicide pact in a long letter to their brother, the 
late Seymour Le Grand Cromwell, but he never 
divulged nor hinted at the contents of the fare- 
well message. 

As it was, the sensitive sisters were spared 
the distress of two ensuing tragedies in the ranks 
of the Cromwell clan—one the result of an acci- 
dent nobody saw, the other from a strange illness 
in Africa. 

Perhaps Gladys and Dorothy might have been 
serene and happy if their parents had.been hid- 
den in the struggling anonymity of New York's 
teeming millions, instead of being. the socially 
and financially prominent Frederic Cromwells 

The twins were not recluses, in any sense of 
the word. They had their beaux and their dancing 
parties and there was nothing timid or withdrawn 
about their steeplechasing. But they felt no 
special need for the fanfare and the excitement 
their money and position could bring them. 

They were happiest when there were no “out, 
siders” present; when they could anticipate each 
other’s thoughts without interference. 

Like the final letter they wrote to “big brother” 
Seymour Le Grand Cromwell, a record of the 
conversation that led to the first of two Great 
Decisions by the twins might prove valuable to 
sociologists and students of human behavior. 

That conversation decided what parts they 
should play in World War I. 

Their girl friends began knitting sweaters 
and socks and rolling bandages, in between bene- 
fit teas and parties and it was assumed that the 
Cromwell twins, carefully reared and sheltered, 
would follow suit in genteel fashion. 

Instead, Dorothy and Gladys Cromwell did 
the unpredictable, and did it quietly and incon-

spicuously. They enrolied in a Red Cross nurs- 
ing school, completed their courses with feverish 
speed, and asked for assignment overseas.

overseas, we do not mean London and 
canteen posts handing out cigarettes and entertain- 
ing generals. We wish to work at the front.” 


NITTING, needles were stilled while solicitous 
friends sought to dissuade them. 

“You may not even get to France,” the friends 
said. “Why, the Atlantic is is practically full of 
U-boats! You might be torpedoed!” 

The twins smiled and nodded, in unison. 

More emphatic friends exclaimed: © 

“It’s suicide, my dears! Plain suicide!” 

Unaware of the prophetic note, the twins 
smiled and nodded in unison. 

They .crossed the Atlantic in a crowded, 
blacked out transport and went to war. 

They went to the front, or as near the trenches 
as their superiors would permit. 

They went to Chalon-sur-Marne and then to 
Souilly, the American ng for operations in the 
St. Miftiel sector, which the Germans were’ me- 
thodically bombarding. 

The Cromwell twins, their previous acquaint- 
ance with physical suffering limited to a scratched 
hand in the hunt or a bruised instep in the dance, 
shuddered and then, taking strength: from .each 
other, did their job. 

They rushed cognac, coffee, water end cig- 
arets to parched and pain twisted lips. They 
volunteered for service in the dressing stations 
when the flow of tragic traffic from the front 
was unusually heavy. 

Because of their resemblance, they were able 
to play games with their patients. 

A wounded doughboy would suddenly exclaim, 
from his stretcher: 

“You might be twins, but I can tell you apart. 
You're Gladys!” 

Dorothy Cromwell, bending over to light his 
cigaret, would simulate amazement and admira- 
tion, and say 

“Right! i do you know?” 

“Never you mind how I know,” the soldier 
would grin. “But even if I’m wrong now and 
then, ['m right about one thing.” 

“What's that?” 

“You're the Twin Sisters — of Mercy.”’ 

So the twin sisters lost their individual identi- 
ties, even their Christian names, as they teamed 
together again. 

The tearn was exhausted, physically and emo- 
tionally, when the Armistice was signed on No- 
vember 11, 1918. 

American troops walked or were carried to 
transports which would take them home, but 
the Cromwell twins stayed on. Thousands of 


wounded soldiers still 
them, they 
were apprehensive. 
After the tragic scenes of the 

past months, could they return 
to New York and readjust them- 
selves to the aimless routine of 
society's teas and dances? 

/] After “big brother” Seymour

had advised them that their 

estates and interests demanded 

their personal attention, the twins 
finally gave in. They cabled the housekeeper to 
open their Park a ag — for their 
arrival “about Janua 

On the morning of leary 19, they boarded 
the S.S. La Lorraine in the harbor of Bordeaux 
for the voyage home. 

A greater part of the day was spent in their 
stateroom, arriving at the twins’ second Great 
Decision; writing, or rewriting the joint letter 
to Seymour and his wife. 

Like good soldiers, they went over their trim 
Red Cross uniforms, brushing them and polish- 
ing buttens for their final inspection. 

At 7 o'clock that evening, while the ship was 
under way, the twins reappeared on deck and 
began walking up and down, arm in arm. They 
seemed to look through and beyond fellow pas- 
sengers who whispered: 

“Look! The famous Cromwell twins!” 

The fellow passengers were below at dinner 
when the twins came to a halt on the upper deck 
and stood facing each other. They stood thus 
for several minutes, a sentry said, but he could 
not overhear any conversation, although near by. 


For that matter, the twins didn’t need to talk 
to each other. After 28 years of complete under- 
standing, theirs was an understanding that made 
the spoken word superfluous. 

As the sisters approached the rail, a diffi- 
culty presented itself. 

Following lifetime procedure, they intended 
embarking on the.Jast adventure together, ‘arm- 
in-arm. But the rail was high; an attempt to 
mount it in unjson. would: be conspicuous and 
would bring the sentry and other crew members 
on the run, upsetting the jeint plan. 

So, for a second, the team was split. Gladys, 
or Dorothy, helped her twim sister to the top. of 
the rail and was in turn helped by the other 
member of the team. : 

The startled sentry managed to shout and 
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ran towards them, but he was too late. 

The twins plunged together into the turbulent 
waters of the Gironde River. The sentry said 
there was no outcry; that there was bare! 
splash as the Cromwell sisters departed this 
silently, almost apologetically. 


NGINES were reversed while boats were low- 

ered, but the search for the bodies was to 
no avail. The twins had disappeared finally and 
completely. 

The phrase was not in common use then, but 
a modern coroner’s verdict could have been: 

“Death due to combat fatigue.” 

The ship’s captain found the twins’ letter in 
their stateroom and forwarded it to Seymour 


Le Grand Cromwell, one of the few men to serve 


three terms as president of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

Like any doting brother, he was prostrated 
with shock and grief, and there were those who 
said he never fully recovered from the tragedy. 

Intimates insisted he suffered dizzy spells as 
the memory of his sisters and their end kept 
returning. 

Such a spell may have struck him early in 
September, 1925, when he was riding with Mrs. 
Cromwell near the Bernardsville estate, 

Mrs. Cromwell had reined up on the trail 
waiting for her husband to overtake her. After 
several minutes she turned back: 

Seymour Cromwell was stretched on 
ground unconscious, his mount standing by 
quietly. Whether he had fallen or had been 
thrown was never determined. He died two 
weeks later, mourned by his friends in Wall 


Street and in the exclusive Colony Club, of which 


he was president. ‘ 
Two years later, his artist son, Whitney, 
cheated death from a gas teak in his Paris apart- 
ment. The concierge broke down the door in time 
to save young Cromwell's life, but the. respite 


was temporary. 


E DIED, in 1930, of a strange illness that 

attacked him shortly after his arrival in North 
Africa. 

His death completed the cycle of four that 
started when the twins, Gladys and Dorothy, 
their war labors ended, decided their lives should 
be ended, too.

Science Hopes to Train 
Swarms of Tiny One- 
Celled Animals to At- 
tack Mysterious Viruses 
and Other Harmful 
Disease Agents.

S ‘ceaseless are finding new hope in their 


ceaseless battle against disease by using 

“trained” harmless germs to fight disease 
germs. In this new attack, led by Dr. Harve J. 
Carlson, assistant professor of bacteriology at the 
Western Reserve University in Cleveland, Ohio, 
the most important part is played by tiny one- 
celled animals called paramecia. 

These are found in almost any stagypant pool 
or puddle of water. They are so small they 
cannot be seen without a microscope. Yet, they 
are complete animals. They breathe, digest food, 
and produce. 

For generations, high school students have had 
their first experience with the microscopic world, 
when they focused their lenses on a drop of water 
and watched these slipper-shaped bits of animal 
life slithering about in an aimless fashion. 

Now, science is planning to domesticate them 
and put them to work. 

Just as a pack of hounds can be taught to 
kill wolves, the bacteriologists hope to train 
“swarms of paramecia to attack and devour not 
only harmful germs but also the mysterious 
viruses. The latter cause such infections as in- 
fantile es and influenza. 

Dr. Carlson began his campaign against disease 
with the paramecia because of the failure of 
penicillin and the sulfa drugs to act against the 
virus diseases. These anti-biotics, as they are 
called, are effective only on the germs that live 
independently. . They cannot destroy viruses, 
which thrive only in cells of a particular type. 

The viruses are smaller than the tiniest bac- 
teria. They are able to enter right into the cells 
of our bodies, multiply, and do their damage. 
The anti-biotics are unable to fight them. There 
is very little, save certain vaccines and serums, 
that science knows today that is able to offer 
them battle on their own ground. What Dr. Car!- 
son is looking for is a substance that will invade 
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the nerve cells, or the cells of the lung or any 
body tissue and ferret eut and destroy the lurking 
viruses. 

He believes that since the diminutive para- 
mecium normally lives on a diet of bacteria and 
thrives even in the presence of viruses, it most 
likely has present in its body such a cell-invading, 
virus-destroying substance. By a process of breed. 
ing, a special strain of paramecia-or one of its 
cousins, euglena or stentor—-may be found that 
will live solely on the viruses, or dissolve them. 

In his laboratory on the sixth floor of the 
Babies’ and Children’s Hospital, the Western Re- 
serve scientist has a large array of bottles and 
flasks containing ordinary hay and water. ‘These 
are called hay infusions and are the homes in 
which the paramecia are bred. 

Soon after the solution is prepared, it becomes 
clouded with billions upon billions of hay bac- 
teria-——the hay bacillus. MBacteria-hungry para- 


mecia are also present. They arrive and multiply ~ 


rapidly on their diet. In a few days the hay 
microbes are destroyed and the solution becomes 
clear enough to look through. 

To this cleared mixture Dr. Carlson plans to 
add viruses, obtained from the cells of mice. or 
other laboratory animals that have been infected 
with influenza or infantile paralysis. He wants 
to tempt them with a new diet. His hope is that 
he will find a strain of paramecia that will live 
on viruses alone. 

If such a strain is found, these specially trained 
paramecia will be bred in large numbers. They 
will then be filtered from the solution and given 
to the chemist, who will try to extract the active 
cell-invading virus-destroying chemical. 

The next step will be to give the extract to 
rats and mice that have been infected with virus 
diseases. If successful here, the long, painstaking 

rocess of continuous testing will begin before 
t will be tried on human beings. 

Encouragement for the new type germ-killer 

comes from previous work with bacteriophages. 
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Many of the Most Com- 
mon Childhood Dis-

These are tiny organisms, similar in some respects 
to viruses, only they are man’s friends. They are 
to bacteria what fleas are to a dog, but in size 
only. leas are satisfied with making a dog 
uncomfortable. The phages attack and devour 
bacteria. While almost any flea is at home on 
any dog, each type of phage has its own special 
variety of bacterium to attack. 

For some years, bacteriophages have been 
prescribed by many doctors. 

Typical is the case of a young high school 
teacher of New York City who was suffering 
from styes. This is an infection caused by a bac- 
terial organism called staphylococcus. Upon 
examination by a physician, a dose of bacterio- 
phage specific for this type of bacteria was in- 
jected into the blood stream. -Within 24 hours, 
the styes disappeared, 

For each kind of disease, there is a specific 
virus, highly selective in the tissues it attacks. 

Another of its noteworthy characteristics is 
that it shows the sign of being alive only when 
it is lodged within some living cells of the body. 

In many infections, some germ and a and 
ticular virus somehow co-operate in causing dan- 
gerous sickness. But the germ may be killed by 
penicillin or sulfa drugs, without the destruction 
of the virus. So far the only effective protection 
against virus disease is vaccination. 

Dr. Carlson hopes that by his experiments on 
the virus-eating and digesting paramecia a way 
will be found to cure virus infection even after it 
has developed to the point of threatening life.

But when it comes to men--Gypsy 
Stamps an annoyed foot and says 
they drink too much and are tbo self- 
centered, cold, matter-of-fact and in 
attentive. . 

“Why,” she exclaims, “they don’t 
even send you flowers any more 
and that’s pretty bad.” 

More than ever a cynic since the 
failure of her first marriage, now in 
the process of liquidation, the decora- 
tive survivor of a wartime plane crash 
in Lisbon insists there’s no such thing 
as love. 

She admits thinking she was in 
love in 1939 with a Paris newspaper 
man named Serge and regards her 
marriage six years later to Captain 
David: L. Harter a8 part of a double 
rebound. She jilted an army flier 
named Joe, she explains, to marry 
Captain Harter three days after meet- 
ing him in Berlin. 

Previously, her romance with 
Serge had come to an unhappy close. 

As Gypsy Tooks back on her mar- 
riage, she wonders how it ever came 
about. Captain Harter was a person- 
able young man from Indianapolis, 
but the couple wrangled almost as 
soon as they met. At one point, she 
says, he flung a ham sandwich af her 
and she fired it right back. 


But soon they were cooing and 
planning for the great day. 

Now she guesses she was a “sucker 
for a uniform.” The captain was a 
glamourous hero to her until they re- 
turned to this country and civilian life. 
Although both of them tried to save 
the marriage, it was soon obvious 
they were destined to part for good. 

Gypsy says her case is a powerful 
argument against marrying in a 
hurry. She holds no couple should 
get married until they have known 
each other at least a year. It’s very 
easy to get married, she says, and 
very hard to get unmarried again. 

Her captain, says Gypsy, couldn't 
catch the cadence of New York iife. 
He couldn't find a suitable position 
and tired of thinking of himself as 
Mr. Markoff. 

“I admit,” she says, “I am difficult 
to get along with. I’m very moody 
and like to be alone with my cat and 
my music.” 

The couple parted and reconciled 
and now they’ve separated again and 
finally Gypsy’s court papers are being 
drawn up by her lawyer. 

Gypsy, christened Olga, was born 
in Milwaukee and has been an ac- 
complished accordionist since child- 
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hood. Her father, Alexander Markoff, 
she says, was a gypsy king in Bes- 
sarabia; her mother, an Egyptian. 

By the time she was 16, Gypsy’s 
deft fingering of the piano accordion 
had already made her famous. 

When she made her debut in New 
York, Tamara, the Russian singer 
who was killed in the Lisbon crash 
in which Gypsy was seriously injured, 
appeared on the same bill with her. 

Gypsy’'s souvenirs of the crash in- 
clude two’ paralyzed fingers on her 
left hand and a severed tendon that 
makes it impossible for her to raise 
her right arm higher than her 
shoulder. 

“But,” she savs, “I can play as 
well as ever and when people hear 
me they are convinced.” 

Gypsy and her accordion have 
journeyed ail over the worid. Her 
name was coupled romantically with 
a number of young eligibles, includ- 
ing an Indian Prince, and the son of a 
music publisher. 

But. none of these and other 
attachments mattered until she met 
Serge, the newspaper man. a month 
before the start of World War II. 

When hostilities commenced, Gypsy 
lost track of Serge and returned to 


America. Later, she joined the USO 
with the hope of finding him again. 
She was on her third USO tour when 
the Lisbon crash hospitalized her for 
months. 

She recovered finally, resumed 
playing and started out on more USO 
assignments. Finally, in 1945, she 
caught up again with Serge, who had 
been active in the French Under- 
ground. She met him at a little bar 
on the Champs Elysees and he told 
her about another woman-—a rich ex- 
movie who had befriended 
him. 

“We ordered a bottle of 
pagne,” recalls Gypsy, “toasted 
adieu and went our separate ways.’ 

About that time she met Joe, the 
young flier who slipped an engage- 
ment ring on her finger. In Paris, 
she and Joe shopped for a wedding 
gown and mantilla and decided to 
marry on December 24, 1945. 

Suddenly, without warning, Gypsy's 
USO unit was ordered to Berlin. There 
she met Captain Harter and married 
him on December 8. Joe, she says, 
took it like a good sport,

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Gypsy says married life began to 
pall early last spring. When her 
husband couldn't find worthwhile em- 
ployment, she suggested he rejoin the 
army. Then they changed their plans 
and Gypsy went on a Pacific tour, 
with the ex-captain as her manager. 

They returned in six months and 
found conditions no better than 
before they left. 

Gypsy went to Mexico and Harter 
went home to Indianapolis. He re- 
turned to New York again and clerked 
for an aviation company: Meanwhile, 
Gypsy had a long and successful 
engagement in Washington and 
another in New York. 

It was a taste of the old life for 
her. Men paid her compliments. The 
most ardent for a time was a Texas 
gil man. Gypsy liked him, but says 
he was seldom sober. 

Finally, she says, he joined 
Alcoholics Anonymous and stopped 
drinking.

A 
saint? Matt Talbot? Surely no! 

Yet today the Catholic Church has 
set in motion procedure that pos- 
sibly may bring canonization to that 
same Matt Talbot, and today thou- 
sands of:men and women who have 
fallen prey to the consuming desire 
for alcohol look to him for guidance. 

For Matt Talbot, a poor dock 
worker, proved incontrovertibly that

| olence of a higher power, is more 
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than # match for the vic'ous habit 
which can destroy the wil) itself. 

Matt Talbot’s story is of a simple 
pattern. it p-ogvresses ciivono.og: 
cally from tragic despair to a spir 
itual awai.ening, through the torture 
of sel’ denial, onto the exalted plane 
of sustained victory, and spins itself 
out, on that cobblestoned ‘ublin 
street, as a glorious symbo! for fu- 
ture generations of fellow-sulfferers. 

They brought Matt home dead 
drunk one night when he was 12 
years o.d. He was a messenger boy 
for a Dublin wine firm and had 
tapped his boss’ readily available 
merchandise. That was the beginning. 
He drank steadily from that day on. 

Barely in his teens, he went to 
work on the docks. There he was 
exposed to vast stores of bonded 
whiskies. His consumption of liquor 
increased until he couldn’t—or so he 
thought. live without it. 

By the time he had taken up the 
trade of bricklaying he was a con- 
firmed, apparently hopeless drunk- 
ard. For the next 13 years he lived 
in taverns, 

When he was 28 revelation came 
to Matt Talbot—in a sudden, shat- 
tering realization that he had no 
friends. One day he was too drunk 
to report for work. He kept on 
drinking for a week.

Ths Legion has opened a Matt 
Talbot Museum, containing some of 
his personal possessions, in an Engle- 
wood, N. J,, church, and has 'nunched 
a campaign of prayer for alcoholics 
in his memory. Some Catho!ic mem- 
bers of Alcoholics Anonymous have 
formed Matt Talbot groups and go 
into retreats in bodies. 

Many carry medallions of Matt 
Talbot, much. as some automobile 
drivers carry medallions of St. Chris- 
topher to guard against accidents. 
This practice, however, has not the 
sanction of the Catholic Church, as 
Talbot has not vet been canonized. 

The Roman Catholic diocese of 
Dublin, after a 15-year investigation, 
has recently had its findings accepted 
by the Vatican and the lengthy Apos- 
tolic Process has been opened.

The 
other 50 were mongrels. 

Investigation disclosed that the freighter’s first 
port of call on this side of the Atlantic was Hali- 
fax, Nova Scotia, where members of the freight- 
er’s crew took 50 prize dogs ashore and brought 
back 50 mongrels—and quite a bit of cash. 

The Henderson brothers and Moore looked at 
the assorted cargo, and said they had just retired 
from the dog importing business. 

The freighter unloaded the dogs on the pier 
and the Animal Rescue League took over, in the 
midst of a fanfare of publicity. ; 

A few days later, a classified advertisement 
was printed in a Boston newspaper. It announced 
that the United States Government was about to 
hold an auction of German police dogs to cover 
duty and other charges. 

The firm of Henderson & Moore dug into its 
assets, found $100. The partners figured on buy- 
ing a dozen or so of the dogs and selling them 
to Bostonians. Ernest Henderson said: 

“We had to fight our way through the crowd 
to get close enough to hear the auctioneer. The 
first dog went for $250. One of the mongrels 
brought $300. We retired more or less gracefully.” 

Not long after the auction a deputy United 
States marshal visited the Hendersons and Moore. 

“You were the consignees of a shipment of 
German dogs,” he began. 

“We never ordered any dogs. We just queried 

a friend in Germany—” 
__ “Please, Gentlemen,” the marshal pleaded. 
“Help me out in this matter. We sold the dogs. 
We satisfied the shipper, customs — everybody 
concerned, except the consignee. Now we want to 
close our books and we can do it if you gentlemen 
will accept this voucher for $3,400.” - 

“Well, if you insist,” said a member of the 
firm, “and drop in any time.”

With this windfall—which grew out of the 


$100 they got for Hans—the brothers Henderson 
and Robert Moore decided to enter the interna- 
tional banking field. 

They rented a one-story building on Court St., 
and sent a $50 deposit to a bank in London. A 
Paris bank got another $50. So did banks in Brus- 
sels and Amsterdam. 

With an outlay of $200, the trio established 
credit in Europe and their first transaction gained 
them quite a bit of respect in America. They 
bought a million francs from an old line Boston 
bank. The same day they sold the millien francs 
back to the same bank’s foreign exchange de- 
partment, and made a one per cent profit on a 
rising market. The bank’s officials still shake 
their heads when the deal is mentioned. 

As long as they were established in Europe,

the three young men decided to become import- 
ers, not only ef dogs, but of all kinds of merchan- 
dise. 

They went back to binoculars and cameras, and 
added flashlights. Between 1922 and 1924, they 
brought a million of the latter into the country 
and sold them at a profit. 

Then came a flier in those German-made er- 
satz paper suits for men. The suits cost a few 
pennies, American money, and looked presentable 
if the wearer didn’t go out in the rain or indulge 
in strenuous exercise on a warm day. But they 
didn’t catch the fancy of American men-—not 
even at 50 cents a suit, vest included. 

An undertaker friend of the firm of Moore & 
Henderson finally pulled the deal out of the red. 

“I can use suits like that,” he said, “because

In an informal way, the profitable partnership 
of Robert Moore and Ernest Henderson had its 
beginning when they were students at Harvard 
in 1914. 

At that time, one of the large automobile 
manufacturing companies that later began to 
make trucks had not yet entered the field. Dealers 
and owners of used car lots made their own trucks 
by removing the bodies of that make of car and 
replacing them with improvised superstructures. 

Moore and Henderson bought up the discarded 
bodies for $25 apiece, put them on earlier model

frames, and then sold the finished product for 
$175 and up. 

Then came the war, the reunion in Europe, 
the return to America with Hans—-and their 
decision to enter a new field, radio, then in its 
crystal set days. 

They opened one little store, kept expanding 
until they had 30 stores in ‘New England, and 
then formed World Radio (the international touch 
again) producing sets for $89.50.

The Henderson broth- 
ers and Moore travel all over the country, not 
to inspect their holdings, but to inspect, and buy 
up, new properties.

ECAUSE it calls upon immature 

R three-year-olds to deliver “too 

much, too soon,” the Kentucky 

Derby, instead of being a springboard 

to Fame for race horses is often a 
stone to Oblivion. 

A eckup on what becomes of 
Derby winners reveals that a sur- 
prisingly large number of them break 
down as a result of what they put 
into this blue ribbon event of the 
turf and what it takes out of them. 

Many a shrewd owner has devel- 
oped great stake horses by detouring 
the Derby and waiting for them to 
attain their full growth and strength 
before putting them to the test. 

There are many things wrong 
with the Derby as a sporting 
spectacle, most of these having 
to do with the tendency of every- 
one connected with it, directly 
or otherwise, to .treat it as an 
' Open season on suckers. 

But, as for the race itself, it has 
only two faults: the distance is too 
short and the date is too early. 

One mile and a half is the accepted 
Derby distance, as set by THE Derby, 
acannon every year at Epsom 

9 og -> From 1875 to 1895, 
rar e Kentucky Derby route 
was a mile and a half, too, but since 
1896, the distance has\been a mile 
and a quarter, 

If, instead of reducing the distance 
in 1896 in recognition of the fact that 
the test was too severe for three-year- 


olds, the management of the Derby — 


had decided to run the race during 
the fall, instead of the spring, meet- 
ing at Churchill Downs, something 
really constructive would have been 
accomplished for American racing. 

Because race horses automatically 
become one year older every New 
Year's, in so far as racing usage is 
concerned, many a three-year-old by 
the rule book is only a two-year-old 
by the calendar at Derby time. 

But even a genuine three-year-old 
hasn't attained his full strength, come 
Derby time, 

Since the race is run so early in 
the season, it is hard to bring three- 
year-olds to their top form in time. 

On the other hand, after a sum- 
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1927 
when retired in 1929 and 
Again in 1931 
he was retired to stud with the same 


mer of racing, a_ three-year-old is 
much stronger, has grown consider- 
ably and, naturally, is in finer racing 
fettle, than he was in the spring. 

Going back 35 years to Donerail, 
the 1913 Derby winner, we find the 
colt earned only $15,171 during his 
career and was retired in ivi6 when, 
after a year’s rest, he failed to show 
much in his few starts that season. 

All is forgiven by those who backed 
Donerail in the Derby, however, as 
he paid $91.45 to $1, the longest price 
in the history of the classic. 

Old Rosebud went wrong in the 
withers after winning the 1914 Derby 
and was retired until 1917. The two- 
year rest in the case of this famous 
old gelding seems to have remedied 
the damage done by the strain im- 

sed upon him prematurely at 
Churchill Downs because he became 
a leading handicap horse. 

Running as a claimer in 1922, 
when 11 years old, Old Rosebud 
broke a leg at Jamaica and Nad to 
be destroyed. What an inglorious 
end for a proud Derby winner! 

Regret, the “woman in the case” 
where the Derby is concerned, was a 
good handicap performer for two 
seasons after her three-year-old cam- 
paign but never produced a high class 
foal after being retired in 1916 to be- 
come a brood mare. 

Paul Jones, a gelding, was retired 
after his 4-year-old campaign to be- 
come a lead pony despite the fact he 
had beaten Exterminator in the Su- 
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burban in 1920, the year he won the 
Derby. 

Behave Yourself, to quote the of- 
ficial booklet on the Derby issued 
annually by Churchill Downs, “accom. 
plished nothing worth while after the 
Derby victory. Retired to stud, he 
begot nothing, and then was turned 
over to U..S. Remount Service in 
Colorado.” 

After a great juvenile campaign 
in which he piled up 11 victories, 
Morvich won the 1922 Derby in his 
debut as a three-year-old but never 
again finished first in a race. 

Zev, first of the big money win- 
ners, was retired as a four-year-old 
after annexing the 1923 Derby, but, 
aside from Zevson, left no descendants 
to add glory to the name of the sire 
who won $313,040. : 

The strain of winning four Der- 
bies in one season was too much for 
Black Gold and he was retired in 
1924 at the end of his. three-year-old 
campaign. 

Not satisfied that he was through, 
his owner returned him to the races 
in 1927. Running at the Fair Grounds 
in New Orleans that year, Black Gold 
broke his leg in a stretch duel, and 
had to be destroyed. 

Bubbling Over never ran again 
after winning the Derby In 1926 but 
he sired some good race horses, in- 
cluding Burgoo King who won the 
Derby in 1932. 
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Whiskery, the winner, failed 
at the stud, 


went back to the races. 


disappointing result. ‘Then he became 
a prosaic saddle horse. 

Clyde Van Dusen, a gelding, broke 
down some time after winning the 
1929 Derby but after a long rest, re- 
turned to the races and ran as a 
claimer until he was 10. He wound up 
as a lead pony for the stable of Clyde 
Van Dusen, a horseman for whom 
he was named, 

Twenty Grand, 1931 winner, was 
retired to the stud at the end of his 
three-year-old campaign, but proved 
impotent. He resumed racing in 1933 
in England but was a flop. He was 
unplaced in the 1935 Santa Anita 
Handicap and wound up a pensioner 
of the late Mrs. Payne Whitney. 

Burgoo King, after winning the 
Derby and the Preakness in 1932, 
broke down. Brokers Tip, the follow- 
ing year, won the Derby but broke 
down 1 the Preakness and was re- 
tired to the stud. 

Cavalcade developed hoof trouble 
as a four-year-old after rolling up the 
Kentucky, American and Detroit Der- 
bies and other stakes in his three- 
year-old campaign in 1934, and was 
retired, 

e An effort was made to bring him 
back in 1936 for the Santa Anita Han- 
dicap but he wouldn't stand training.

Bold Venture followed a_ewell- 
trodden route when he broke down 
in 1936 after winning the Derby and 
the Preakness. Lawrin was retired 
after his three-year-old campaign in 
1938 and Johnstown, the following 
year, went stale after his victories in 
the Derby and the Belmont. 

Gallahadion started seven times as 
a three-year-old after winning the 
1940 Derby but finished first only 
once. In 1941 he won only one race 
in 14 starts, earning a measly $2,850, 
and was retired. 

Count Fleet had to be retired 
because of a weak foot after blazing 
the way for future equine greats by 
winning the five famous spring 
stakes—-the Derby, the Preakness, the 
Belmont, the Withers and the Wood 
Memorial—in 1942. 

After winning the Derby and the 
Preakness in 1944, Pensive lost eight 
in a row, then went into retirement. 

Despite a bad leg, Hoop, Jr., 
finished second in the Preakness 
after winning the 1945 Derby — and 
that ended his racing career. 

Does anyone remember Jet Pilot? 
No? Well, he won the 1946 Derby, 
then went lame in the Preaknegs and 
was sent to stud, his racing career 
over in a flash like the swift flight 
of. a meteor.

F ALL MEN, small and scrawny Charles 
OC) rreceric Kaadt, with his nodding head 

and jerky, birdlike walk, might seem the 
last one likely to have stirred hope in the weary 
and the heavy laden. 

Seeing him the first time, you would take him 
to be one of those least able of all to win the 
trust of frightened sufferers stricken by an in- 
curable illness. 

He has done it, however, and on a grand and 
tragic scale. Thousands, young and old, afflicted 
by diabetes, have turned to him, beseeching, and 
he has assured them of a cure. 

In-a long, low brick inn, transformed into 
the Kaadt Diabetic Institute in South Whitley, 
Ind.,-he has admitted as many as 100 patients 
a day. Daily receipts have run toward $2,000, 
lie has flouted the accepted scientific use of 
insulin, the proteim hormone that can contro! the 
disease, although not cure it, and he has pre- 
scribed a potion of his own. 

His potion has been, largely, vinegar and salt- 
peters his charge to a patient, $30 a gallon. On 
good business days, he has dispensed 75 to 100 
gallons a day. 

There has been no other charlatan anywhere to 
challenge him as the most extraordinary of dia- 
betes mountebanks. : 

Some of his patients, gravely ill and finally 
abandoning the vinegar and saltpeter, have gone 
back to scientific insulin routine in time to save 
their lives. Others, faithful to him and his 


remedy, have waited longer. They have died. 


OW many waited too long, no one knows. One 

medical man, alone, Dr. Joseph H. Barach, 
of Pittsburgh, has reported to the American 
Medical Association his own experience. 

“My record of 17 patients with diabetes who 
had been in the Kaadt Institute without my 
knowledge reveals that 12 developed diabetic 
coma and were taken as emergency cases to 
various hospitals after the coma had existed for 
some time. Of these 12 patients, five died.” 

The Better Business Bureau of Indianapolis 
reports: “Doctors in many states have disclosed 
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thet at one time patients were coming to them 
ca.ijy who had been treated by Kaadt and had 
returned home only to grow rapidly worse. 

“Diabetic coma was the fate of many who had 
religiously followed the advice given them at the 
KKaadt Diabetic Institute. Resulting deaths were 
not uncommon.” 

The treatment at the Institute, Dr. Barach’s 
patients told him, “consisted of dietary advice, 
a box of tablets of unknown composition and the 
drinking of a cider-vinegar mixture with added 
ingredients.” 

Into this absurd and fearful doctoring, per- 
suasive Dr. Kaadt came by way of a long small- 
town general practice, then railroading. 

He was an obscure railroad physician in Fort 
Wayne, Ind., back in the 1920s, when he ap- 
parently discovered that many diabetics so acutely 
dread the hypodermic needle that they are willing 
to try almost any means to free them from it. 

ec offered ihem a mysterious medicine. 

“It is derived from a sec et formula,” he said. 
“t was disclosed to me by an old European 
woman,” 

If you have diabetes, or perhaps still worse, 
if your child has diabetes, and if you are credu- 
lous, such an announcement may catch your 
imagination. It caught the imagination of many 
through all the Middle West. 

The word went around. “Dr. Kaadt has a 
cures No needle. No insulin. A secret formula.” 

“Galion after gallon of the,.Home Treatment, 
2s Kaadt then called the potion, began to leave 
the post office at Fort Wayne,” the Indianapolis 
Better Business Bureau discloses in a report is- 
sued recently. “The Home ‘Treatment was 
addressed to poor, unsuspecting people through-

out the country. Hundreds of letters soliciting 
new business went out to prospects from coast 
to coast. Orders poured in daily with checks, 
money orders and currency enclosed.” 

Finally the Post Office Department pounced, 
In February, 1938, it ordered Kaadt to show 
cause why a fraud order should not be issued 
avainst him, denying him the use of the mails. 
I, said the claims about his nostrum were untrue 
aiid his sale of it “a scheme for obtaining money 
through the mails by means of false and fraud- 
ulent pretenses and promises.” 

Kaadt knew when he was cornered. Before 
the day set for his appearance, he voluntarily 
entered a stipulation agreeing to abandon the 
sale of the Home Treatment .by mail, and the 
government, obtaining his signature, considered 
the matter closed at last. 


T WASN’T closed. A Kaadt diabetes treatment 

is still alive today. With the mails denied 
him, Kaadt bought the big South Whitley inn, 
which had been made unprofitable by the de- 
pression of the '30s. There he opened the Insti- 
tute for “private treatment.” 

His fie.d @as a rich one and he knew it. 
Charlatans always prosper most among those 
whose ills run a long course with no suffering in 
the early stages. 

So long as there is no hard pain, many believe, 
there is no need to hurry to a man of science. 
There is not much inclination, often, to keep up 
a long routine such as diet and insulin injections 
for diabetes. . 

Sometimes the cruder the “cure” offered by a 
mountebank, the quicker the diabetic reaches for 
it. The Kaadt “cure”. was crude. By accepted 
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and Despair, Took It for Diabete 
Cake, and, in Many Instances, Pati

medical standards, it also might be deadly. < 

When vou are in full health, those specialized 
cells of the pancreas called the Islands of Langer- 
hans produce a secretion called insulin. -It enters 
the blood stream and regulates the use of sugar. 

When the Isiands of Langerhans are mysteri- 
ously diseased, they do not produce enough in- 
sulin. Your body’s use of starches and sugar is 
not normal. You have diabetes. 

So far as the great scientific minds of the 
world know now, there is only one way you can 
prolong your life if you have diabetes. That is 
to meet the need for insulin by taking it—it is 
available from animals—by injection. You can 
not cure the strange breakdown of the Islands 
of Langerhans, but by injecting insulin into your 
blood stream You can do their work for them. 

To the consternation of medical men, little 
Dr. Kaadt proposed that diabetic patients taper 
off on insulin, even give it up. 

He wasn’t shipping out any more of his medi- 
cine, after the fraud case, but he was dispensing 
it at the Institute, and the Post Office Depart- 
ment struck again. 

It was convinced he was distributing false 
information by mail, and it brought him into 
Federal Court in Fort Wayne. 

There he saw the evidence of a 12-'ear-old boy 
turn the case against him. On the boy’s word,

Dr. Kaadt had never examined him; Kaadt had 
diagnosed and prescribed by mail. In Kaadt’s 
last letter to the boy’s father, he had said: 

“Your son is taking too much insulin!”’ 

Four days after the letter was received, the 
boy collapsed from lack of insulin. He nearly 
died. A Toledo physician had to bring him out 
of the coma by scientific hospitalization. 

Another witness. testified from a stretcher. 
That showed how faf from cured he was. He 
died while the prosecutor was summing up. 

The jury convicted Charles F. Kaadt. But it 
didn’t eliminate him. Judge Thomas W. Slick, 
now retired, dissolved the conviction and ordered 
a new trial. By the time it came up, another 
key witness had died: The hampered prosecutor 
couldn't bring off the second trial, and the case 
against Kaadt was dismissed. 


T IS, indeed, hard to down a “sure curer.” But 

Kaadt had learned another lesson. He stopped 
prescribing by mail. He announced that those who 
wanted treatment would have to come to the 
Institute to get it. 

They came, hundreds and thousands. How it 
could happen, in an enlightened country, the 
American Medical Association couldn’t tell. It 
could only castigate the Institute, denounce the 
vinegar and saltpeter. 


The Indianapolis Better Business Bureau, a 
¢rusading organization which already had won 
nearly 70 cases against fakes in Ifdiana, was able 
to take more drastic action. 

“We feel that the case of the Kaadt Diabetic 
Institute at South Whitley involves by far the 
largest and most reprehensible operation of its 
kind in the United States,” it declared, and it 
repeated its statement in a bulletin mailed by 
the thousands in the last year. 

With disillusioned, worried people bringing 
in stories to the Bureau, it decided to see, first 
hand, the inside of the Institute. It sent an 
investigator posing as a patient, in June, 1946. 

Busy Dr. Kaadt received him with so little 
injerest that he wasn’t asked his name. He was 
interviewed briefly. A chemical analysis was 
made, and he was informed that he was a diabetic 
and in need of treatment. He was sold medicine 
for home use and told to return to the Institute 
for the three-day course of treatment in August. 

Three hours after Kaadt diagnosed him as a 
diabetic, tests were run in a highly reputable 
clinical laboratory. ‘The tests ruled out any pos- 
sibility that he had diabetes. 

Kaadt didn’t know it, but real trouble was 
gathering. The Indianapolis Star was getting 
ready to investigate, too, and a few weeks later 
one of its reporters, Robert Johnson under an- 
other name, went to South Whitley as a patient. 

By this time, Kaadt had his brother, Peter 5S. 
Kaadt, collaborating with him, and it was Peter 
who received the reporter for the Star. 

Peter doesn’t resemble Charles at all. At 75, he 
stands tall, broad-shouldered and erect. He has

an air of patience and gentleness. You might 
take him to be the kindest of old-time country 
doctors. 

Johnson found he wasn’t. After a brief, shock- 
ing experience, the reporter came out of the 
Institute, and he wrote a devastating series of 
articles beginning: 

“I have received a two-day treatment for 
diabetes at the hands of Dr. Peter S. Kaadt of 
the former Kaadt Diabetic Institute (the institu- 
tional name has been abandoned), and his assur- 
ance that I should recover quickly would be 
worth the $50 it cost The Star were it not for 
the fact that I NEVER HAD DIABETES.” 

Previously an able specialist had pronounced 
him free of diabetes and an insurance eompany 
had issued a large policy to him. — 

He went to investigate, and he came away with 
that old-time, mysterious potion, the three-month 
supply of vinegar and saltpeter. Before he left, 
he had the treatment, which was mainly one of 
dieting, and it was extraordinary dieting for a 
patient who might have expected little starch 
or sugar. 

“At supper one evening,” he reported, “all the 
genuine diabetics around me expressed their de- 
light at the presence on the table of sugar cookies. 
They were almost as happy as they became the 
next day at dinner when dessert was vanilla ice 
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cream and chocolate cake' 


MEANWHILE, the Better Business Bureau was 
tightening its net. It filed a petition with the 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
of Indiana asking revocation of Charles F. Kaadt’s 
medical license. It charged his treatment of 
diabetes amounted to “gross immorality.” 

In many instances, the Bureau said, the only 
effect of the treatment was to render the patients 

more dangerously ill and in 
some cases project them into a 
coma ending in. death. 

Another petition by the Bu- 
reau asked revocation of Peter 
S. Kaadt’s medical license on 
very similar charges. 

Hearings began on January 
14, 1947, and the _ testimony 
of witnesses, in this day of 
scientific knowledge, was almost 
beyond belief. 

Dark-haired, bright-eyed Mar- 
jory Bartlett, 20, of Hanover, 
Pa., staying well and strong 
mow on insulin, took the stand. 

“Dr, Charles Kaadt told me 
that liquor is good for persons 
suffering from diabetes,” she 
said. “He told me he could cure 
me completely.” : 

After taking the Kaadt cure, 
she said, she went suddenly into 
that state most feared by dia- 
betics—a diabetic «coma. 

Mrs. Flossie Pugh, of Ant- 
werp, O., looking well now, too, 
said she had spent three days 
at the Institute in 1945, with a 
dreadful result. 

After the three days, she 
said, she was advised by Dr. 
Charles Kaadt to reduce the 
amount of ‘insulin she was tak- 
ing and eventually te discon- 
tinue the use of inSulin entirely. 

Following that advice, she, 
too, went into a diabetic coma. 

She and Miss Bartlett and 
Hugh C. Brown, 1030 North Ban- 
croft St., Indianapolis, another 
former Institute patient, paid 

the usual $30 for medicine to take home. 

Chemists testified that the “medicine” dis- 
pensed by Charles F. Kaadt at $30 a gallon con- 
sisted mostly of weak vinegar and saltpeter and 
could be made for about 9U cents a gallon. 

Under this fire, Charles F. Kaadt wilted, He 
gave up. His lawyers said he was ready to agree 
to a “cancellation” of his medical license. even 
to agree to have it “cancelled” with “prejudice.” 

The medical board cancelled it, and the founder 
of the Kaadt’ cure, without a license, promised 
never again to practice medicine in Indiana. 


He fought on, al- 

though there was testimony that he had advised 
the absolute discontinuance of insulin in many 
cases, and although he himself on tross-examina- 
tion admitted he knew of no medical literature 
anywhere which would bear out his theories of 
diabetic treatment. 

The medical board, in a unanimous decision, 
found him guilty of all charges and ordered his 
license revoked. He appealed to the Circuit Court 
and it restored his license on the grounds that 
the evidence against him was insufficient. Then 
the Better Business Bureau perpared to carry 
the case still higher, to the State Supreme Court. 

It is a long, hard fight to put any diabetes 
faker out of business. But each time it is done, 
medical science grows a little stronger. 

Each time a man like Charles F. Kaadt is 
crushed, some men and women and children have. 
a better chance of not dying early, with the death 
certificate saying: “Diabetes mellitus.”

But precious 
time would be lost and the killer would have con- 
siderable opportunity to cover his tracks. 

That Sunday passed without any progress be- 
ing made in this all-important phase of the case. 

On Monday morning the newspapers were full 
of the Greenburgh “torch murder.” Who was the 
girl? How—and why—had she died. Was a fiend 
at large in Westchester? 

In Bronxville, another suburban community 
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not far from Greenburgh, Mrs. Edith Rees, ‘wife 
of a police officer, read the opening paragraphs 
of one newspaper account of the murder; then her 
gaze became riveted on a phoiograph of that frag- 
ment of house dress »vhich the flames had not 
reached. That remnant of crétonne with its de- 
sign of cornflowers and reddish leaves. 

Mrs. Rees read some more, but her attention 
kept returning to the picture. 

“Where have I seen that flowered design be- 
fore?” she asked herself, 

Suddenly she knew. 

Some weeks previously she had called on a 
neighbor, Mrs. Adelaide Heinzelman, who lived on 
Parkway Road. Mrs. Heinzelman had been mak- 
ing a dress for her pretty daughter, Dorothy-—-a 
cretonne house dress of this very same design! 

Here were the developments that grew out of 
Mrs. Rees’ discovery: 

Mrs. Heinzelman positively identified the body 
as that of her daughter, Dorothy Heinzelman Pea- 
cox, aged 20, wife of Earle Peacox, a radio repair- 
man, 21. 

The girl’s mother told the police that Dorothy 
and Earle had been married on April 21, 1928. 
They had gone to live in a furnished room in New 
York City, she said, but within a week they had 
taken up quarters with the Heinzelmans. They 
had remained there until July, when Dorothy went 
away on a five-week visit, while Earle again took 
a room in New York. 

“Earle’s a steady, sober and reliable boy,” Mrs. 
Heinzelman related, “but he couldn't seem to find 
much work. Anyway, he worked only about four 
weeks during the time they were with me, and I 
guess that brought on the quarre! that separated 
them.” 

Late in the fall they had again “tried to make 
a go of it,” taking a tiny apartment on Edison 
Ave., Mt. Vernon, but after only a few weeks 
Dorothy had told her mother that they simply 
couldn't get along. 
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She had moved to an apartment on West 14°d 
St., Manhattan, while Earle had remained at the 
Mt. Vernon address. 

\ Both husband and wife, the police learned, had 
acquired new friends, possibly new loves. 

In recent months, it was discovered, Peacox 
had been interested in Miss Frances Newman, a 
biond Manhattan dance hall girl. 

She and he, this young woman admitted, had 
trysted at his place both before and after his 

wife’s disappearance. 

Miss Newman told investigators 
that she first met Peacox on Election 
Night, 1928, at a popular Broadway 
dance hall. That same night she 
visited him in his room on 24th St., 
she said, 

Their most recent rendezvous, she 
said, had been on Wednesday night, 
April 24, when he entertained her 
at the Edison Ave. apartment. At 
this time Dolly Peacox was already 
dead, and her body lay undiscovered 
in that secluded retreat off the Ard- 
sley Road. 

“He said he'd had a little trouble 
Sunday night,” she recalled. “He 
went out riding, he told me, and on 
his way home he’d picked up‘a bum 
on thé Boston Road. She was plas- 
tered, he told me. 

“I said, ‘What did you do?’ and he 
said, ‘Oh, she was so drunk she 
started to scream, and I took her out 
and dumped her out at the same 
place where I got her.’” 


FRANCES said she asked him if the girl was nice 
looking, and he had replied, ‘‘Yes, quite nice—- 
about 22". Then he had added, according to her: 
“Tf the housekeeper sends up in the morning 
and. asks.what the screams were, say it was you. ” 

She had agreed to do this. 

“I told him, just as a suggestion, I would say 
that the hallway was*dark and I stumbled over 
something and was frightened and screamed. 

“*That's great, he said. ‘Just so long as you 
remember it im case anything happens in the 
morning.’ 

“But nothing happened in the morning.” 

In Mt. Vernon, Chief of Detectives Michae! Sil- 
verstein called at the Edison Ave. house. 

Mrs. Muriel Clark, who lived on the ground 


floor below the Peacox flat. said she had heard .. 


screams late that Sunday night. She had heard 
a feminine voice pleading, “Please, please!” And 
after that she had heard what she described as a 
“terrible thumping.” 

“Then I heard the radio playing,” she said, 
“and it seemed as if somebody was walking around 
in his stocking feet.” Then silence. + 

“But at about 3 o’clock something woke me up 
again,” she went on. “I heard someone going 
down the stairs, very slowly. That made me get 
up and look out the window.” 

“What did you see?” Silverstein asked. 

“A man with a big, bulky bundle. 

“I saw him go to a small sedan. I saw him 
lift the bundle over the rear door, then push it 
into the rear seat. He drove away.” 

Silverstein decided to have a look at the Peacox 
flat. He found: 

1. A large Spot on the linoleum in the kitchen, 
which strongly resembled a bloodstain. 

2. A fully loaded 485 revolver inthe bedroom. 

3. An. old. suit,’ which smelled of kerosene, 
tucked away in the bedroom closet. 

“Soon afterward a traffic officer recognized 
young Peacox as he was driving through Bronx: 
ville and placed him under arrest. 

“How could anybody accuse me of murdering 
my wife?” he asked District Attorney Frank H. 
Coyne during the session of questioning which 
immediately ensued. “I loved her! No matter 
what other girl I might have run around with, 
Dolly was the only one I ever loved!” 

“That may be true,” Coyne told him. 
evidence indicates that you did it.” 

“What evidence?” 

“Your love--and your jealousy. The screams 
Sunday night. The sight of you carrying her 
body out of the house. The small sedan. The 
bloodstain in the kitchen. The gun. The kerosene 
on that suit.” 


“But the 


Peacox 

began to lose his self-control. Several times 
he knocked over tables and tore up notes that 
had been taken of his answers. 

“T tell you I loved her?” he shouted. 

“But you were jealous,” said Coyne. 

Finally the suspect told this story: 

» On that Sunday night he had visited his 
mother-in-law, then suddenly remembered that it 
was his wedding anniversary. He became pos- 
sessed with an irresistible desire to see Dolly, he 
said, so he had climbed into his car and driven to 
her apartment on 143d St. 

He reached there at about 10 and found her 
home. He suggested that she go for a ride with 
him, and she consented. They started out. 

“As we headed north toward Westchester,” he 
went on, “I suggested that we go to my place on 
Edison St., and she agreed. So we went there. 

“We went upstairs. All the lights were out. I 
turned them on. As soon as she entered, Dorothy 
said it looked like ‘the same old dump.’ 


A® THE grilling grew in _ intensity, 


“Let me say that I resented this. I snapped 
back at her, ‘VW/eN, it’s better than what you've 
got!’ ‘rhis seerved to anger her greatly. She 
turned on me suddenly. I don’t know just what 
happe.ed at that instant, but she started to claw 
me about the face.” 

He said that they struggled about the room. 
That he took a fully loaded automatic pistol out 
of his hip pocket and pointed it at her. (Why he 
should be carrying a gun was not ined.) He 
said she screamed at the sight of it, and he struck 
her over the head with the butt. 

“She fell,” he continued. “Bleod started to 
spurt all over the place. She kept screaming. 
She got to her feet and we started struggling 
again. She knocked the gun out of my Aand and 
got the gun herself.” 


E SAID he “guessed” that he was mad. He 
put one hand over her mouth and the other 
over her throat. He said he just “hung on.” 

“Finally, she seemed kind of helpless,” he 
said. “She-seemed to be getting cold. Her legs. felt 
as cold as anything. I didn’t know what to do.” 

It was now 2:30 a.m., he continued, and he real- 
ized that he must get the body out of the house. 

He took off her shoes—--but insisted that he did 
not know just why he did this—and@ put them in 
Dolly’s hope chest. Then he removed his own 
overcoat, which he said he had never taken off, 
and wrapped it around the body. After that came 
the scene which Mrs. Clark had teld about—his 
slow journey down the stairs to the car. 

He carried her to the spot near the Ardsley 
Road. He wound a rope around her neck to make 
sure that she was dead. Then he drove back home. 

“I didn’t do anything more then for several 
days,” he told his listeners. “I went to my mother- 
in-law's house and talked about Dorothy. Not 
about being dead, of course, but as though she 
were still alive—as though she still belonged to 
me. 

“IT played cards there, too, but I guess I didn’t 
play very well.” 

The days passed. Days of dread. . 

“On the following Saturday morning,” he con- 
tinued, “I was walking past a restaurant when I 
noticed some milk bottles. That gave me an idea. 
I took one of the bottles, bought a quart of kero- 
sene, and went back to the spot where I had put 
the body.” 

With what apprehension, with what fear of 
discovery in the act, can well be imagined. He 
parked his car on the side of the road, climbed 
over the wall, and proceeded to that spot. 

There she lay as he had placed her, cold and 
still, the dearest thing in his life. But at the 
same time now ——-the most menacing thing in 
his life. 

He poured the kerosene over her and set a 
match to her. 

“I suppose that if I were a real professional 
murderer, I would have done a better job,” he con- 
cluded. “I suppose I would have realized that the 
back part of her dress wouldn't burn, being 
pressed against the damp grass. But I was only 
an amateur, half out of my mind with fear—and 
sorrow at what I had done.” 

That was his story. 

Except for his unaccountable possession of a 
.45-caliber automatic, it seerned credible enough. 
That is, the authorities were inclined to believe 
that a sudden sentimental impulse had impelled 
him to effect a reunion, and that.he,Jost control 
of himself when Dorothy made that sneering re- 
mark about it being “the same old dump.”, 


HE trial opened on Sept. 16 before Supreme 

Court Justice Arthur S. ‘Tompkins, with Coyne 
heading the prosecution and Sydney A. Syme the 
defense. 

Coyne held that the crime had been premedi- 
tated and that the defendant, therefore, deserved 
death in the electric chair. 

On the stand in his own defense, Peacox testi- 
fied that, after Dorothy made that disparaging 
remark about the apartment, he had berated her 
for going with other men. He quoted her as 
retorting: 

“Well, 


me. 
“When she said that,” he went on, “it flashed 


through my mind—the recollection of all that i 
had heard and all I knew and all I’d done for 
Dolly. A panorama of all that flashed through 
my mind and everything went black before me. 

“The next thing that happened, I was sitting 
in a chair and there was a dead silence. 

“I saw Dolly on the floor up against the piano. 

“! said to myself, ‘What have I done?’” 

Medical experts for the defense testified that, 
in their epinion, Peacox had been the victim of an 

“amotional storm.” That is, he had blown his top 
momentarily, but had recovered his reason and 
his sense of right and wrong as soon as he came 
to his senses after the killing. 

Three prosecution alienists testified that the 
defendant was, in their opinion, an “average 
young man.’ 

The jury considered the evidence for six hours, 
then decided that Earle Peacox had been guilty of 
murder in the second degree. (1.e., no premedita- 
tion.) Accordingly, he got 20 years to life. 

Unquestionably, here was a wedding anniver- 
sary the husband should not have remembered.
